Christwas eve in 1862 he was arrested by the
police, apd after a desperate resistunce was
overpowered and confined in the eitadel, Alter

he euflered torture, he was sentenoed Lo death,
The Empress Bogeme having luterfered in n
behall as 8 French subject, the senlence was

Bhortly afler 12 o'clock on Friday night, the
Thentre Roynl, ut Holl, was found to b: on
nre, fames having been noticed in the ealiery.
Iuformation of the disaster was at once con-
veyed 1o the central police station, and the
ho=¢ eart was got ont with as llule delay as
poseible.  Although the police preived on the
spot wihin ten minutes, the Aumes were dart
ing with great fury from sil the upper win-
duwe, and the wa'er thrown on the burning
building did pot for two hours appear o
result 0 any diminotion of the flumes,
In lees thau sn hour the roof fell in, and the
scens beenme one of awinl graodeur, myrinds
of sparks fyivg off in all directions. Tals
cansed tne police cousiderable anxiety, ns
Young'® Parsflin Company’s store 18 situated
pext door bot one to the eassuward of the
theutre, nnd tbe wind being presty fresh irom
the eouthwest it esrried both fames aud spurks
tosnrds the paraffin 4tore. Mr. Cook, the chlef
copstable, secing that nothing could suve the
theatre, withdrew two ot three of the hose,
which he kept constantly playing upon the
purstlin store vptil all danger of the fire belug
commupicated o it was pusseds Thousands ol
pereons were gatnered nronnd the thoeatre, sl
many, regardless of the risk they ran, entered
some of the lower rooms and eommonced o
out stuge  dresees,  forooere, aod
other articles, most of which werd, s
W matter of conrse, as surely destroyed a8 they
wonld bave been if they had  fallem &
prey to toe flumes, Thethestre, which was built
ouly a little more than three years azo, on the
shte of the old Themire Rosal, which was de-
stroyed by fire ou the 13th of Oezober, 1560, was
4 very elegnnt siroeture and most luxariously
firted, 1t wasin the leszeeship of Mr, Chatter-
ton, ot Drury lape, and Mr, E, Clinton Hall was
the mavneer. Mr, Hall states that after the
performuvec of the pantomime of Robinson Cyu
soe the place was locked up aod left appurently
quite sule, Aboot twelve o'clock, bowever, one
of the actors taw a glare in the theatre, and
rateed Lthe alarm. An enlrance was at once
eflected, but the fire soon drove the men back,
A hose wans kept on Lhe premiscs, but no oneg
knew how to aflix it, and o the flames spread,
The thentre wns entirely destrosed, nothing
being leit bot the bare wills, Tt was built by &
Hmited lability company, and the frst mana-
ger wos Mr. Willam Brough, It pext passad
tothe leseeeship of Mr, John Coleman, snd
pbout elzgbt or nine months ago to Mr. Chatter-
top. At the time or writing the damage hal
not been estimated, and no statement ba { been
made 10 Lhe police a5 to the nmoont of iosur-
aunce, The fire continued to burm till about
neon on Saturday. A policeman was injured

Havaxa, Feb, 28, —The city s now quiet, aud

hopes are eptertalned that there will be no
further demonstrations by the volnnteers, Three
thonsand Spanish troops leave here to-morrow
for the interior, but their precise destination ia
wot yet known. All the pasers published here
urge the volunteers to pregerve gootd diseipline,
and place reliance upon the assurnuecs of the
authoritiea thut vigorous messures will be
pursned towards the rebels.

When the salutes in bownor of Washinglon's
birtbday were bLeing tred yesterduy the in-
habitants of ihe suburbs became terribly
irightened, supposing that a strugele had
commenced in the city. Reports from Villa
Clars state that another estale has been burn®
near that place. At Juguey the insurgents have
fired tlurty-six cane felds. They bave also
